Bi cycl e Safet y Regul at i ons 


Discussions of bicy cle safety should 
be something more than seasonal as 
Harm weather and the summer v aca­ 
tions of children from Sedalia schools 
approaches. 
Members of the Sedalia Police de­ 
partment hav e conducted talks on this 
subject in the past in local schools. 
These hav e embraced information on 
rules and regulations of bicy cle safe- 
fv and a resume of city ordinances 
gov erning the use of bicy cles. 
.\mong these rules arc the required 
equipment of the two-wheelers with 
lights and signaling dev ices, proper 
parking; also restrictions making it 
illegal to ride these v ehicles on down­ 
town sidewalks. 
Another bicy cle safety check could 
become a project for some civ ic club 
betw^'cn 
now 
and 
the 
closing 
of 
schools for the summer. 
Regulations by Sedalia city ordi­ 
nance on how to properly ride a bi­ 
cy cle were not enacted to hamper 
the freedom of children, but for their 
safetv and that of otliers. 
The subject of bicy cle safety is 
not a new one nor strictly for child­ 
ren. Consider these Emily Post rule? 
for bicy cle liders as reported in the 


Minneapolis Stai-J ournal 7 0 y ears Ago: 
“ In mounting a bicy cle, a gentle­ 
man who is accompany ing a lady holds 
her wheel. When the end of the ride 
is reached, the man quickly dismounts 
and is at his companion's side to 
assist her. she in the meantime assist­ 
ing herself as much as possible. 
“ If y ou hav e the misfortune to 
run down a pedestrian on the road, 
do not run away , but stop and giv e 
what help y ou can. 
On a path too 
narrow for two riders to go abreast 
alway s let the lady go first. 
It is 
alw^ay s proper to speak to a wheel- 
woman who may be in need of assist­ 
ance — humanity requires it. 
Of 
course, a gentleman wall alway s re­ 
mov e his cap when making inquiries 
of a wheelwoman in distress. 
“ When coming up behind a rider 
going at a slow^er pace, y ou should 
ring v our bell and swing off to the 
left. 
It’s not good form to ring too 
v iolently on the bell unless an emer­ 
gency requires it. Don’t stop to repair 
y our wheel on the path. And alway s 
preserv e y our dignity . 
Pay no atten­ 
tion to small boy s or dogs — both 
are perfectly harmless to the av erage 
wheelman.”

WASHINGTON — The petition of the fou r 
ex -employ ees of Sen. Tom Dodd. D-Conn., 
to reopen the Dodd probe becau se of insu ffi­ 
cient inv estig ation presents an important 
challeng e to the Senate, it hig hlig hts what 
many senators do not seem to realize, that 
cong ressional prestig e is at an all-time low 
and they need to clean hou se v ig orou sly to 
protect the repu tation of the most important 
leg islativ e body in the world 
The staff members' letter lists carefu l, 
sobering charg es ag ainst one of the 100 
hig hest lawmakers of the United States and 
cannot be ig nored Members of the Senate 
F/thics Committee hav e already bru shed it 
off, bu t the pu blic will not. 
Reason g iv en bv ethics committee mem­ 
bers for not fu rther inv estig ating the staff 
members’ charg es is that they arc based 
on stolen docu ments. This is beside the 
point. For the fou r staff members can testify 
of tlieir own knowledg e reg arding most of 
the transactions which they listed in their 
damning letter. 
Fu rthermore, no less than the former 
Attorney General Nicholas Katzenbach has 
stated that tlie so-called “stolen” docu ments 
are admissible as ev idence 
.So there mu st be other reasons for the 
relu ctance of the ethics committee to probe 
lliese incriminating charg es. 
One obv iou s reason is the relu ctance of 
senators to inv estig ate another senator. 
This was all too ev ident at the start of the 
Dodd case, when the ethics committee did 
not mov e u ntil Dodd himself requ ested an 
inv estig ation. 
Long before this, howev er, many senators 
had known that their colleag u e from Con­ 
necticu t was not on the u p and u p. You 
cannot serv e nme or ten y ears with another 
man in a body of only 100 withou t forming 
some definite ideas reg arding his ethical 
condu ct. 
That was why Sen. 
William 
F'u lbrig ht, 
D-Ark., once spoke ou t on the Senate floor 
criticising Dodd for hav ing once been a

When Sen Fu lbrig ht referred to this on 
fhe Senate floor, 
howev er, 
his remarks 
were stricken fnmi Ihe record 
Sen. Dirksen. R-Ill., also knew that Dodd 
had trou ble carry ing iiis liqu or, and at one 
time rebu ked him on the Senate floor. 
It was also ev ideni from Dodd’s absentee 
record that something was wrong . Almost 
no other senator was absent so mu ch from 
v ital committee work. Obv iou sly he was 
eng ag ed in other thing s. 


Yet no senator mov ed to inv estig ate Dodd. 
Only after this colu mn had pu blished a long 
series of itemized episodes showing amazing 
connections with Gen. Ju liu s Klein, a paid 
foreig n ag ent, and v ariou s other conflicts, 
did some of the more cou rag eou s senators— 
Way ne Morse. Ore., and Stev e You ng , Oliio, 
Democrats; with John Williams, Del., and 
Jack Miller, Iowa. Repu blicans, diplomatic­ 
ally prod the ethics committee reg arding 
its inv estig ation. 
Another reason why the ethics committee 
may be loath to probe fu rther into the u n­ 
probed charg es of Dodd’s staff members is 
that Dodd’s law practice is inv olv ed, and at 
least three senators hav e law 
practices 
which sometimes g et mix ed u p with leg is­ 
lation. 


The electorate, howev er, is inclined to 
take a dim v iew of senatorial law prac­ 
tices. In 1958, Sen, John Bricker of Ohio, 
one-time GOP nominee for Vice President, 
was shown to hav e hacked leg islation fav ­ 
orable to the Pennsy lv ania Railroad while 
his law firm in Colu mbu s accepted leg al 
fees from the Pennsy lv ania.

Lower Ethical Standards 
What many senators don’t realize is that 
the ethical standards 
of Cong ress hav e 
dropped drastically today compared with 
the old day s. 
Toward the end of the Coolidg e adminis­ 
tration, William P. Vare, Repu blican boss 
of Pennsy lv ania, stag ed a primary ca”i- 
paig n ag ainst Georg e Wharton Pepper in 
which Varc spent arou nd $700,000. The Sen­ 
ate rose u p in its wrath and refu sed to seat 
Vare on the g rou nd that it had bou g ht 
his election. 
At abou t the same time. Sen Frank Smith 
spent $125,000 in the Illinois primary , con­ 
tribu ted by u tilities mag nate Sam Insu ll. 
The Senate also refu sed to seat him. 
Du ring this same period, Tru man New- 
berry . Repu blican, spent a fortu ne to defeat 
Henry Ford in the Michig an Senate race. 
As the Senate inv estig ated the ex penditu re, 
Newberry resig ned. 
Today , its’ reported that Repu blicans Ron­ 
ald Reag an in California and Nelson Rocke­ 
feller in New York spent three to sev en 
million on their campaig ns for g ov ernor. 
The electorate didn’t lift an ey ebrow. 
This is one reason why 
Sen. 
Ru ssell 
Long ’s proposed fu nd-raising throu g h a $l 
income tax check-off had potentials. You 
shou ldn’t hav e to be a millionaire or g et m 
hock to big campaig n contribu tors to ru n 
for hig h office. 
In 19 25, Sen. Hiram Bu ig ham, powerfu l 
Connecticu t Repu blican, permitted Charles 
L. Ey anson, a representativ e of the Con­ 
necticu t Manu factu rers Association, to sit in 
an ex ecu tiv e session of the Senate Finance 
Committee while the Smoot-Hawiey Tariff 
Act was being written. F'or this Bing ham 
was officially censu red. 
The ethics of Cong ress hav e dropped a 
long way from that day . And it will requ ire 
drastic action by both the Senate and the 
Hou se to g et them back to a hig h lev el 
ag ain.

United States. 
At

opening 
session 
he 
y ielded his own speaking time 
to the others and did what was 
more natu ral for him since he 
had hern doing that kind of 
thing most of his lifo. he talked 
priv ately 
with 
the 
indiv idu al 
presidents. 
His ability u s a speaker had 
nev er equ aled his ability as a 
neg otiamr. 
And v v lu 'n he did speak to the 
assembled g rou p he left ou t the 
big 
flou rishes, 
av oided 
flat 
promises of help, said instead 
he wou ld do his best to g qt Con­ 
g ress to ag ree to aid the I.atiii 
Americans in v ariou s way s.
